The coach- 
man was briéfly notified of Mr. Astor’s death 
by Mr. Baldwin. 

The only member of the Astor family who 
is now in New York is Mrs. J. Coleman Dray- 
ton, daughter of Mrs. William Astor, and 
cousin of William Waldorf Astor. She has 
been quite ill and is staying in the William As- 
tor family homestead at No. 350 Fifth avenue, 
directly adjacent to the new magnificent hotel, 
the Waldorf, bemg constructed on the site of

RECOGNIZED HEAD OF THE FAMILY. 


His Career in Politics, Where He Waged 
Several Active Campaigns. 

William Waldorf Astor was the recognized 
head of the Astor family of today, He was a 
great grandson of the original John Jacob 
Astor, the founder of the fortune that 
gave the family their prominence and their 
position in society. Those familiar with the 


lives and doings of the multi-millionaires who 


have ‘lived in New York have said William 
Waldorf Astor inherited greater wealth than 
any American who came before or since him. 
If figures are to be believed, he received not 


less than 3,000,000 by the will of John 


Jacob Astor III., his father. 

Of all the Astors William Waldorf made the 
most of his opportunities in the way of win- 
ning prominence. Hg was born in this city 
in 1848 in the old homestead in the place that 
bears the family name. In his youth he was 
active in outdoor sports, and this made 
him an athletic man. When he went 
to Columbia College he was six feet 
high, broad shouldered, and robust in limb. 
A course at Columbia Law School finished his 
education and for atime one heard of him 
only as a gentlenian of leisure who spent more 
time in his libraty than he did in society. 

He became a public figure in 1876, when, 
perhaps mofe for diversion than anything 
else, he accepted the Republican nomination 
for Assemblyman in bis district. The cam- 
paign was interesting. It was something 
unique for a millionaire son of a 
millionaire father 20 run for a small office in 
those days, and the, politicians enjoyed it, but 
he was defeated: The vext year he tried it 
again with bettet luck and he took his seat 
in the Legislature. His record was good of 
course, but it was not brilliant. He studied 
politics more than be did measures. 

With the knowledge gained by looking at 
Albany from the inside, Mr. Ajstor sought 
higher honors. In 1879 he ran for the Senate, 
taking the stump and discussing public affairs 
with force and ingenuity. He was elected. 
His career in the Senate was characterized by 
a broadening of his information of public af- 
airs. . | a 
a He next sought Congressioual honors, buf 
his efforts to win the Seventh Congressional

PREPARING THE CITY. 


COUNCILMEN PASS 152 STREET 
PAVING ORDINANCES. 


They Appreciate the Fact That Chicago 
Should Have Its Best Clothes On When 
the World's Fair Opens—City and Con- 
tractor Onderdonk Will Arbitrate Over 
the Four-Mile Tunnel—Ald, Mills Intro- 
duces a Garbage Ordinance—After the 
Columbian Exposition People. 


Chicago’s city fathers went to work with 
great vigor again last evening in the matter 
of preparing the city for the World's Fair. 
Street improvements, crematories, bridges, 
improvement of alleys, special assessments, 
and extension of electric lights were the orders 
of.the evening. Supt. Sheahan of the Special 
Assessment Department prepared, since the 
meeting last Wednesday, 226 ordinances, 
among which were 152 for paving streets and 
alleys, a score or so for the laymg of water 
mains. They were all ready for action lest 
evening, were sent in with the report from the 
Commissioner of Public Works, and all were 


The Finance committee had a session in the 
afternoon, and through Chairman McGillen, 
presented two orders for important improve- 
ments, which, in the evening,. were unani- 
mously concurred in. One provides for the 
erection of a double-tracked steam bridge 
over the river at Halsted street, to cost 5160. 
000, the contractor to wait for his pay until 
the improvement is, made. The other sets 
apart the sum of $10,000 from the general 
fund to be used in the construction and main- 
tenance of a pumping engine in the Thirty- 
third Ward, Mr. Jacobs, a property owner, 
contributing $3,000 in aid of the same. 

Mayor Washburne accompanied the report 
of the Terminal Commission, so called, with a 
message in which he referred to the arduous 
labors of its members and tendered them, on 
behalf of the city, his public thanks, The re- 
port, which was referred to the Committee on 
Railroads, will be found elsewhere, 


Four Mile Tunnel Arbitration. 


The Mayor also sent in the following: 

I herewith submit for your consideration a com- 
munication from Andrew Onderdonk, who had 
the contract for the construction of the four mile 
tunnel. in which he calls attention to the fact that 
said tunnel is substantially completed, and in 
which he asks that a settlement be arrived at be- 
tween himseif and the city out of court and by 
the selection of arbitraturs. Some such speedy 
settlement of any questions of difference would 
be of advantage to both parties in interest. 

Mr. Onderdonk's statement is as follows: 

I now have the honor of calling your attentiop 
to the matter of a settlement between the city 
and myself in regard to the payment for work 
done in building the four mile tunnel, and upon 
that matter I desiré to call your attention to the 
following consideration : 

The work has extended through three adminis- 
trations of the city and has been under the direc- 
tion and supervision of five chief engineers and 
numerous assistant engineers, so that it will 
be necessary in order to arrive at a fair and 
just decision inthis matter to hear the testi- 
mony of a large number of men who 
have had personal knowledge of this matter. 
Conditions having arisen that necessitated a prac- 
tical abandonment of the original plan of the 
city and resulting in the city directing 
me from time to time to carry. out the work 
on entirely different plans, and prices for 
much of the work having been left for -future 
adjustment, therefore I have the honor to pro- 
pose as the fairest method to all parties that an

be in condition to turn over to the city during 
such vacation of the Council, I beg that you will 
take such action inthis as will bring about a 
speedy settlement of the matter in order that the 
city may receive the benefit of the tunnel as soon 
as possible.

writing of any two of said arbitrators to be 
binding on the city and said contractor as to 
amouut, if any, justly and equitably due from the 
city to such contractor by reason of the con- 
struction of said water tunnel 

Ald. Ernst moved the reference of the reso- 
lution to the Finance committee for investiga- 
tion.

After the World’s Fair People. 


City Clerk Van Cleave sent in a communica- 
tion from the World's Fair directors accept- 
ing the ordinance of Sept. 15, 1890, granting 
the use of the Leke-Front. The acceptance 
bears the date of July, 1892, but is accom- 
panied by a transcript of the directors’ min- 
utes, showing that it was accepted by the 
board Sept. 18, 1890, three days after its pass- 
age. Ald. Powers said that the ordinance 
had never been accepted by the Worid’s Fair 
directors in a legal and proper manner, there 
was no record of such acceptance in the city 
records, the communication was a dodge, and 
he moved that it be placed on file. The mo- 
tion prevailed unanimously. 

Subsequently Ald. Powers made a more ag- 
gressive attack on the World’s Fair manage- 
ment, offering the following resolutions: 

WHEREAS, It has come to the notice of mem- 
bers of this Council that the public are excluded 
from the privilege of driving in their own convey-

Commissioner Aldrich sent in a communi- 

eation in reference to an order on him 


‘asking an investigation of the means by which 


the Northern Pacific had ired possession 
of an alley. Mr. Aldrich they had ob- 
tained the permit by filing a plat on which 
the alley had been omitted, but he believed 
that another alley had been ned by the 
company in place of. the origin The mat- 
ter was referred to the Cominittee on Streets 
and Alleys West. Ald. Mann presented an or- 


der directing the Commissioner of Public. 


Works to let contracts for sprinkling streets 
in the Thirty-second Ward by special assess- 
ment. It was adopted. 

Ald. McGillen presented an ordinance 
granting a franchise to the Morse Light, Heat 
and Power Supply company, prefacing such 
introduction by saying that it was intended to 
defeat the “ dog-in-the-manger ” policy of the 
Sectional Underground Conduit system, 
which assumed to control streets and al- 
leys of the city for slectrie light and power 
conduits. That company has a monopoly of 
the streets at the present time, new com- 
pany was, he had been informed, backed by 
abundant capital; and in answer to the objec- 
tions that would be raised as to the tearing up 
of the streets he would only say that the ordi- 
hance would stipulate that nothing would be 
done in the way of layihg conduits in the 
business section of the city until the end of 
the World’s Fair period. 

The ordinance was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Gas, Oil, and Electric Lights. 

Aid. Gosselin introduced the following, 
which was passed : 

Ordered, That the Commissioner of Public 
Works be and he is hereby dirested to report to 
this Council at its next regular meeting why the 
provisions of Sec. 2.0/5 of the laws and or- 
dinances of the city, which requires street rail- 
roads to sprinkle the streets ocempied by them, is 
not enforced. 

Ald, Mills’ Plan for Street Cleaning. 

In connection with the plan for street clean- 
ing Ald. Mills of the Twelfth Ward intro- 
duced the following ordinances, which were 
referred to Ald. Hepburn’s special committee: 

Sec. 1. Except as provided in Sec, 2 hereof, it 
shall be and is hereby made unlawful for any per- 
son to place or have upon any alley, street, or 
upon any other like public place, within the city of 
Chicago, any manure opany box or receptacle for 
the same. All the manure from stables and like 
places shall be kept upon the premises of owners 
and shall not be as heretofore placed upon the 
alleyways of the city. Upon the taking effect of 
this ordinance all manure boxes and other recept- 
acles for the same, in alleyways and above the 
surface of the same, shall be at once removed by 
the person owning or using the same. 

Sec. 2. Any person desiring so to do may build 
in the public alley adjacent te bis premises a 
vault to be used for the reception of manure, pro- 
vided the same be constructed according to the 
following requirements: The. of said vault 
shall, on every side. be built brick, laid with 
cement, and shall not be less eight inches 
in thickness. Said vault not extend 
more than six feet the lot 
line, and the opening the same 
shall not extend more than four-feet from the lot 
line, said opening shall be securely covered with

surface of the alley. The lids or coverings to 
such vaults shall be by the person owning or us- 
ing the same kept closed. No manure vault shall 
be built or used in any public alley except in 
accordance with the above reqpirements, 

Also the following: 

Sec. 2,541. (1) [tystrall be the duty of every own- 
er, tenant, lessee, or occupent of any and every 
house, Gwelling, building, or place of business in 
the City of Chicago forthwith to provide or cause 
to be provided a separate water-tight and cov- 
ered vessel for garbage, offal, or liquid sub- 
stances; no wooden garbage-boxes shall hereafter 
be used, but all garbage-boxes shallin each and 
every case be entirely of metal; and it shall be 
unlawful to put ashes or anything but refuse, an- 
imal or vegetable matter in such vessel used for 
garbage and offal, and any person or persons who 
shall place in said vessel any ashes, dirt, or other 
substance except as herein provided shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding two hundred ($200) 
dene nor less than ten ($10) dollars for each of- 

ense. 
Extending the Two-Mile Tunnel. 

Ald. Ernst sent in an order for an ordinance 
extending the two-mile tunnel to a point four 
miles in the lake, and another staying pro- 
ceedings in the extension of the breakwater 
tunnel to the old crib. They were passed, but 
subsequently Ald. Madden moved a reconsia- 
eration of the one ataying the proceedings in 
the breakwater tunnel. He said the break- 
water supply was impure and the tunnel 
would become useless unless extended. Ald. 
Sexton, who introduced the original order, 
speaking from the chair, hoped Ald. Ernst’s 
motion would be reconsidered. The intention 
was now to exten I to the two-mile crib. The 
contractors were to wait for payment until 
the city wasin a position to pay. Subse- 
quently the tunnel could be extended four 
miles further. The motion to reconsider pre- 
vailed and the rescinding order was then 
placed on file. 

Ald. Powers presented a communication 
from the Chicago Garbage Crematory com- 
pany offering to burn a minimum of sixty 
tons daily at 80 cents a ton, or 120 tons at 75 
cents. The company also offered to build: 
and sell to the city a sixty-ton crematory tor

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MANY MEN KILLED. 


DESPERATE BATTLE BETWEEN 
CHUR D'ALENE MINERS. 


Gem and Frisco Silver Mills Destroyed by 
Locked-Out Union Men—Giant Powder 
Used as a Weapon—Gov. Willey Orders 
Out the Militia and Asks for Regular 
Troops—Wrested from the Pessession of 
the United States Marshal. 

Warzaceg, Idaho, July 11.—/{Special. ]|}—The 
strained situation in the Coeur d’Aléne labor 


troubles culminated early this morning in a. 


pitched battle between the locked-out union 
miners and the guards at the Gem and Frisco 
mines. While it is impossible to 
give the complete list of the 
dead and wounded, there is grave 
reason to believe that between thirty and forty 
men lost their lives. Six are known to be 
dead and a large number are injured. The 
explosion of the mill at Frisco, it is believed, 
caused a much greater destruction of life than 
as yet has been definitely ascertained. 

For months there has been a lockout of the 
miners in the Coeur d’Aléne section. The fight 
this morning resulted in the destruction of 
both the Frisco and Gem silver mills adjoin- 
ing Gem City. Dynamite was used, wrecking 
the structures and machinery and entailing 
great loss. The mob is in full swing 
and nobody among the authorities in 
sight is able to combat the 
rioters. The mills destroyed were constructed 
ata cost of $200,000. They were in posses- 
sion of the United States Marshal and his 
deputies. A. M. Esler, the Superintendent, 
was known to be coming with 150 rifle. A 
furious battle raged, tae sounds ofarms being 
incessant. 

The union strikers won the first battle, caus- 
ing the non-union guards to surrender both 
the Frisco and Gem mines. They are now in 
complete possession of the field, holding sixty 
disarmed guards under arrest at Union Hall.

They scattered 
and a regular battle ensued. One miner and 
one non-union man were killed and perhaps 
six wounded during the engagement, 

They Used Giant Powder, 

The miners in the meantime, went around 
the hills up the cafion, above the mine, loaded 
a Union Pacific car with 750 pounds of giant 
powder and sent the car down the track to- 
ward the Frisco mine. 

Directly in front of the mill an explosion 
occurred, shattering the mill to splinters, and 
making it a complete wreck. The non-union 
men then showed the white flag and surren- 
dered. They were marched down to the 
Miners’ Union rooms and guarded, no indig- 
nities bemg offered after the sursender. 

While tne fight was going on at Frisco the 
Gem Guards suddenly began firing volley 
after volley into the Town of Gem, riddling 
the buildings with bullets. John Wara, a 
citizen, was shot through the arm and Gus 
Carlson, a union miner, was shot and killed. 

All attempts to recover Carlson’s body were 
met with volleys from the Gem breastwork, 
and when the body was recovered an hour 
afterwards Carlson was dead. having been 
shot through the breast. No shots were re- 
turned from Gem until the armed miuers 
from Frisco, half a mile above Gem, returned. 

At 8 o’clock a,truce occurred and the Sheriff, 
District-Attorney, and United States Marshals 
appeared on the scene. The train was stopped 
by armed guards at the Gem mine, the Sheriff 
took the mail on his shoulders and passed on 
to Gem. The guards leveled rifles at him, but 
dropped them when they learned his identity. 
At Gem several hundred men were huddled in 
the street with rifles and revolvers. 


Surrendered the Mines, 

Peace negotiations were immediately set on 
foot and a truce declared and at 12 o’cloek the 
mine force surrendered to the union men, 

The number of killed, so far as can at pres- 
ent be learned, is four and ten wounded, 
though there may be bodies under the Frisco 
mill. 

Two of the killed are Gus Carlson and Harry 
Cummings, union miners. The other two are 
non-union men, names unknown. Among the 
wounded are John Ward, a citizen of Gem, 
Hugh Campbell, struck with a rifle 
over the head, not dangerously injured, G. W. 
Gankardoger, union miner, shot through the 
hip, will die, Gem Peters from Tacoma, 
shot in head, but not fataily, George Petti- 
bone, union miner, shot through the hand, 

Frisco and Gem were the only non-union 
mines in the East end of Cour d’Aléne. 
There is still considerable excitement every- 
where, but no further trouble 1s expected. 
About sixty men in the mine surrendered. 

Cause of the Strike. 

The cause of .the strike was the demand of 
the union miners of the district for*$3.50 a 
day for every man working under the ground. 
The mine-owners held that unskilled laborers 
should be paid only $3. When the miners re- 
fused to accept the scale the mines were 
closed. The owners declared excessive 
freight rates were the cause of the reduction. 
The lockout was begun April 1 by the Mine- 
Owners’ Association, and 3,000 union miners 
were thrown out of work. Since then the 
mine-owners have been making a struggle to 
run their mines with non-union men and 
guards. 

The tension has been intense for a month 
and the opinion has prevailed that only a 
spark was needed to start the flames of riot. 
The example at Homestead and the decision 
of the United States courts at Boise, making 
a perpetual injunction against the Miners’ 
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impossible for him to raise a posse in the 
North to enforce the decree of the court, so he 
wired the Department of Justice. Special 
Agent Crossthwaite of that department sent a 
similar report, and expresses the opinion that 
the President will be obliged to send troops, 
as he does not see any force available here 
equal to the enemy. 

The Governor this afternoon notified the 
militia companies here, at Weiser. ateMoscow, 
and at Hailey, to hold themselves in readiness 
to march, These companies are mere skel- 
etons, and cannot muster force sufficient 
to cope with any determined mob. Late this 
evening the Governor decided to call on the 
President for assistance and has sent a dis- 
patch to that effect. He will start the militia 
by a special train tomorrow morning as soon 
as the Union Pacific can get cars here for 
their transportation.

LEAVE NO FOOD FOR CHOLERA. 

It is to be hoped the municipal authorities 
will not pause till they have accomplished the 
good work undertaken of purging the city 
from the unsanitary conditions that surround 
us. It is comparatively easy to begin, but 
hard to persist in the face of difficulties. Good 
resolves at New Year’s time are not the only 
oes in danger of bemg broken through faint 
heartedness such as that which suggested the 
Apostolic remark: “Ye did run well; who 
hath hindered you?” It may yet be necessary 
to impress on those in power the importance 
of carrying out good resolutions in regard to 
city sanitation. Some of them are reported 
to favor in theory the effort to clean up the 
streets and alleys and keep them in presenta- 
ble.condition, but to shrink from the work 
that such an effort would involve. 

For such weak, irresolute advocates of san- 
itary reform there should be provided the 
spur of incitement by constituents who know 
what ought to be done and have sufficient 
energy to demand that it be. attended to. 
But we have had such a demonstration in re- 
gard to the sanitary reform proposed for Chi- 
cago. A large number of people have de- 
manded it, and in terms which prove they 
appreciate its importance. So those mem- 
bers of the Common Council who are luke- 
warm in their feelings and dilatory in method 


have no excuse. If they do not work for a 


thorough cleansing of the city and for its 
being undertaken at the earliest practicable 
moment they will be recreant in duty and 


show by their slothfulness that they are not 


worthy of the trust reposed in them. Their 
conduct will furnish a strong argument in 
favor of retiring them to private life when 
next they appeal to the popular suffrage. 

The public evils of unpaved, rough, and 
filthy streets, rotten, stinkmg, garbage-choked 
alleys, and a city surrounded with huge piles 
of decaying animal and vegetable matter, 
onght to be abolished before our doors are 
opened to receive the invited visitors to the 
World's Fair. That has been decided on al- 
ready ; but we have now an additional incent- 
ive to prompt energetic action in the fact that 
the chdlera is raging in some parts of Europe, 
with danger that it may soon be brought 
to our shores and sweep across the contiaent 
to Chi . If the fell destroyer should make 
its appearance among us its deadliest work 
would be performed in the hot weather term 
ineluded by the next ten weeks. The greater 
number of its victims would be slain 
by the time the Aldermen get back 
vacation and settle 
down again in their chairs to deliberate os- 
tensibly for the public good. If they do not 
attend to the business now they muy be mor- 
ally responsible for many thousands of deaths 
which could have been saved with proper san- 
itation. : 

So the Council should without delay pass 
the necessary ordinances for putting the 
streets and allbys in order, changing the scav- 
enger servioe so. that it will do the work in- 
trusted to it now but not performed; estab- 
lishing grematories i in which the garbage col- 
lected in the city shall be effectually disposed 
of by burning; and arranging for such a su- 
pervision of the citizens as shall minimize 
the quantity of filth to be carried away, and 


for that small quantity being placed where it | 


will be least offensive while waiting for the 
visit of the scavenger wagon. All of these 
things should be attended to right away, with 
a full conviction that delays are dangerous to 
the health and lives of the people. The story 
of Nero playing his fiddle wmle Rome was 
burning ought not to find a parallel in the in-- 
action of Chicago Aldermen when such grave 
matters are awaiting their votes in the Cotin- 
cil chamber. 


THE UN-AMERICAN CITY OF NEW YORK. 

In answer to the New York Sun’s recent 
defamatory assault upon Chicago there has 
appeared in the Herald of the former city an 
incisive reply signed Dearborn,“ devoted to 
the shortcotnings of Gotham. The answer is 
timely ‘and to the point, and in  pol- 
ished language. It gives the people of 
New York an opportunity to see themselves 
as others see them—an opportunity they never 
would have had except with outside help, in- 
asmuch as they are too provincial to know 
how they appear to the reat of the Union, 
which exists for them only by rumor.

A GRAB-ALL LABOR RESOLUTION. 

The socialistic workingmen who assembled 
in mass-meeting Sunday night at West Twelfth 
Street Turner Hall entertain highly erroneous 
notions in regard to the rightful ownership of 
property, The last in the series of resolutions 
adopted by them referringto the steel mills at 
Homestead reads as follows: 


Resolved, That we reaffirm the declaration that 
labor creates all wealth, that wealth belongs to 
its producers, and that therefore the mills and 
other property now in the possession of the Car- 
negie company is the rightful property of the 
workingmen of Pennsylvania, who produced it. 


It is true that labor creates all wealth, but 
it is far from being alone the labor of muscle 
and the product of bodily perspiration. There 
is the labor of inventive ingenuity which 
originates processes, and the brain labor that 
lays out the work to be don@ by others, pur- 
chases and collects the raw materials, 
superintends the execution, and finds a mar- 
ket for the finished product turned out. With- 
out these the toil of the strikers at Homestead 
could have done littie towards producing the 
steel there manufactured and distributed from 
that point to thousands of places where it has 
earned more wealth for the purchasers. As 
well might one credit the privates Of an army 
with the ability to win a pitched battle, with- 
out reference to generalship in planning the 
operation, officers who conduct it, or the 
arms and munitions of war produced by the 
invention, wealth, and labor of others which 
enable the soldier to fight effectively. 

The machinery with which these Homestead 
strikers work has cost money, and effort of 
brain and muscle, which have been paid for 
by the employers in order that the strikers 
may labor effectively. The socialistic resolu- 
tion claims as a right of the strikers to possess 
what has been produced by the brain and 
labor of others. But how can they have a 
property right in what they have already sold? 
They have worked for wages, contracting to 
do so much for a stated amount of compensa- 
tion. Have not they received that pay? And, 
if so, is not the bargain closed? At the time 
of making the contract the stiikers agreed 
that their labor was worth a given number of 
dollars. which were paid to them on perform- 
ance of the work. Why should the employer 
pay for that labor unless what was produced 
by it should belong to himself to be sold to 
others, and thus enable him to get 
back his own cash and some 
profit? The sacredness of a contract is one 
of the strongest bonds that tie society to- 
gether. Abolish that and you abolish a large 
part of the incentive to any other exertion 
than that required to supply the barest pres- 
ent wants and in the rudest way. 

The absurdity of the socialistic resolution is 
apparent when it is considered that the right 
of the strikers to the property of their em- 
ployers is alieged with reference to contracts 
for the future, those of the past being all 
closed up and ended when the work agreed on 
was finished apd paid for. 

But,“ say these agitators, ‘“‘ Carnegie and 


“other employers of large numbers of men 


have grown inordinately rich, proving that 
“they have robbed the worker of part of 
„hat legitimately « belonged to him.“ 
That argument will not hold water. 
If anybody has been “robbed” by 
the proceeding it is the consumer, who 
paid more for the product than ité actual cost. 
He is the one who has a right to complain, if 
any one has that right. But if the socialistic 
resolution is sound the railroad com- 
panies who fetched and carried would 
come in for a large part of the 


Homestead mills and the people who fur 


nished the raw materials, Their iabor pro- 
duced a large portion of the wealth gathered 


at Homestead; but they sold that material for 


& price agreed upon and parted with it fora 
pecuniary consideration, with which they sup- 
plied the personal wants of themselves and 
fainilies. Now the Socialists assert for them 
a continued right to hold and enjoy what they 
have sold, to reclaim their property and retain 
the price received for it. With equal justice 
might the tailor and coal merchant demand

ness on both sides. The same principle must now 
be applied to the solution of these [Homestead] 
troubles. 

That principle is that the railroad, being a 
common carrier, must carry freight and pas- 
sengers for reasonable rates, which is the 
common law. If it refuses to do so the State 


compels it to, In Illinois the State fixes rea- 


sonable maximum rates whiclethe railroads 
must not exceed. If that principle were ap- 
plied to a manukactory the State would fix 
certain minimum rates of wages below which 
the employer could not go, unless a court 
should decide that those minimum rates were 
unreasonably high and should fix others 
which were a little lower. 

The State arbitrates between the railroad 
and the shipper, according to the principles of 
the common law, but not between the railroad 
conipany and its employés. Senator Palmer 
wants the State to arbitrate, not between the 
manufacturer and his customers, but between 
him and his employés. If the State assures 
the latter their reasonable compensation, 
it ought to guarantee the former his reason- 
able profit.” According to Senator Palmer’s 
principle it would not even guarantee the em- 
ployer against a loss. There can be no profit 
and only a loss unless the manufactured goods 
sell for a reasonable price. But Palmer 
does not demand that the State shall under- 
take to find purchasers for those goods or to 
promise that they shall sell.at a profitable 
price. Nor will the State compel the employé 
to work for the wages which it has decided are 


reasonable. Thus Palmer’s scheme breaks 
Chicago has one 


down at both ends. 

But, while the State would not hold out 
to the manufacturer acertainty of a reasonable 
protit, it would be sure to fix wages high enough 
to satisfy the demands of the employés. The 
determination of the minimum wage scale 
would fall into the hands of the vote seeking 
demagogues, and they would act in such a 
manner as to bid for the votes of the work- 
ingmen. They would fix a minimum“ which 
would be more than the manufacturer could 
afford to pay during the most prosperous sea- 
sons. Consequently he would get out of the 
business as soon as he could wind up his af- 
fairs, knowing that he would speedily be eaten 
up by the State demagogues’ minimum wage 
scale, 

The State Socialists have long perceived that 
the present industrial system of free contracts 
and business competition cannot be tinkered 
by the expedient of the State fixing wages, 
unless the State also regulates consumpfion 
and fixes pri¢es of goods and compels people 
to buy them ih certain quantities and also 
forces men to sell raw material at fixed prices. 
Hence the Socialists propose to run the com- 
munity precisely asa Warden does a State’s 
prison. The officeholders who will manage 
the affairs of the State under social- 
ism will decide how many suits of 
clothes, pairs of shoes, hats, etc., each 
person in the community will need during 
the year, and they will put the necessary num- 
ber of people at work to manufacture that 
quantity and no more, Thus there will be no 
overproduction. If any one refuses to do the 
work assigned him he will be punished as re- 
calcitrant penitentiary convicts are till he sub- 
mits. As everything will be made by the 
State and distributed by it there will be 
no use for money. Each individual will re- 
ceive his stated rations of fuel, food, liquor, 
tobacco, and clothing. | Individualism, lib- 
erty of contract, and other features of 
the present industrial system will dis- 
appear. Every citizen will be a convict of 
the State, owning nothing, and his sentence 
will last for life. 

There is no half-way house between the 
present free contract and personal liberty sys- 
tem and State socialism. The attempt 
on the part of the State office-holders 
to deal with large manufacturing es- 
tablishments as “ public establishments” in 
any sense, on the John M. Palmer plan, and 
to regulate and fix the wages of those em- 
ployed there must lead to State socialism. 
The railroad common carrier corporation and 
the manufactory are not alike, and the princi- 
ple which applies in the case of one cannot be 
made to apply ii in that of the other.

PENNSYLVANIA MILITARY AT HOME- 
STEAD. 

The Governor of Pennsylvania has at last 
been forced to do what he should have done 
as soon as it became apparent; to every one 
else, that the Sheriff of Alleghany was utterly 
powerless to put the Homestead property into 
the possession of its owners. He has pursued 
the proper course by ordering out the entire 
militia force of Pennsylvania, The Sheriff 
hadgone all he could. He went to Home- 
stead himself with a dozen deputies, and the 
strikers defied his authority. He then re- 
sorted to the antiquated and farcical process 
of summoning the posse comitatus, and it 
resulted as might have been expected. He 
might as well have summoned spirits from 
the vasty deep. 4 little handful of men, 
without arms, ammunition, or rations, and 
with no way of securmg them under the old 
fogy law of that State, responded to his call. 
Had he led them against the 4,000 strikers at 
Homestead, armed with Winchesters, dyna- 
mite bombs, and cannon, and secure behind 


intrenchments, their blood would have been 


upon the head of the Governor. The only 
penalty for refusing to appear is indictment 
and fine. They would rather be fined than 
shot, The whole business of the Sheriff was 
ridiculous mumméry. He was utterly power- 
less. 

The Sheriff’s authority was exhausted days 
ago, and at last the Governor has been 
forced to call the militia or surren 
der the property of the mill-ownors to 
a mob. The ‘protection and possession of 
property is one of the fundamental piinciples 
of law. It is universally admitted that the 
Carnegie company has the right of possession 
of its own works. It is not denied by the 
strikers themselves or by Senator Palmer in 
his otherwise demagogical and Communist 
harangue. But the company is not in pos- 
session of its property; it is practically 
held by the strikers. Hence the ne- 
cessity exists of employing the military 
authority of tne State to reinstate the 
company in the possession of its property. 
If the militia of the State is insufficient to ac- 
complish this then the State must appeal to 
the General Government and the regulars 
must undertake the task. If they should fail 
then the President must appeal to the several 
States to farnish more men for the

The stand taken by the writers who 
make this suggestion is thaf in the event of 
the failure of the bill in the Lords it will be 
the bounden duty of the Liberal majority to

There is no reason to suppose that such re- 
marks as these have any official inspiration 
from Liberal headquarters, and they are prob- 
ably intended only to please the laboring 
classes, who huve almost been alienated from 
Liberalism by the subordination of their 
interests to the home rule plank of 
the Gladstonian platform. But, coup- 
led. with the recent statement of 
Mr. Gladstone that he nad never recognized 
the right of the House of Lords to dictate the 
time of diasolution by rejecting a ministerial 
measure, the hint is sufficient to arouse some 
distrust.

We do for ourselves, our heirs and assigns for- 
ever give unto the said Jonathan, his heirs and 
assigns forever ali the said lands with ail the 
trees, rocks, and rivers therein, reserving to our- 
selves and heirs the sole liberty of hunting and 
fishing on the land not planted or improved by 
the said Jonathan, his heirs and assigns. To 
which we have affixed our respective seals at the

TO INVESTIGATE LAKE DISASTERS. 


It Is Believed the Collection of Dat& Would 
Lessen Likelihood of Repetition. 
Wasnineton, D. C., July 11—! Special. |— 
Commissioner O’Brien of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation is desirous of formulating a plan to be 
embodied in a legislative enactmert provid- 
ing for the appointment of a commission to 
investigate the causes of marine disasters in 
the cases of vessels of the United States, so as 
to be of actual service to the marine interests 
of the great iakes and also acceptable to all 
persons concerned. Speaking on this subject 
he said: 
- Due regard for the protection of life and prop. 
erty seems to require that an investigation should 
bé made by the government as to the causes of 
marine disasters, collisions, accidents, etc., in the 
cases of all vessels of the United States for the 
intormation and benefit of mariners, and especi- 
ally witha view to prevent a repetition of similar 
mishaps. No official 4 besides the Federal 
Courts is particularly charged with such in- 
quiries, except to a certain extent in regard to 
steam vessels and to cases in which reports are 


ent it does not appear that mariners generally, out- 
side of private persons especially concerned, have 
‘any certain means of learning all the facts which 
may have led to collisions, or strandings. or other 
disasiers to vessels. If a proper officiai body con- 
stituting a board at the expense of the govern- 
ment could have power to investigate the various 
accidents, to send for witnesses and papers, to 
administer oaths, to make a thorough inves- 
ion, the facts in regard to all cases might be 
brought out and notice given to mariners gener- 
ally so as to be of material use to them, and so 
that 3 knowledge of the causes of a disaster 
would not, as is now the case, be confined to the 
eye-witnesses, underwriters, masters, and owuers 
directly interested. 

As for such a service on the great lakes, it is 
suggested t a board be inted composed 
of the nited States istrict Attorney, 
the — itendent of the Life-Saving sta- 
uon, t Steamboat Inspector nearest the 
scene of the disaster, and, say, a rep- 
resentative ‘of the Lake Carriers’ Association 
designated by the President of said association. 
the District Attorney to preside and assist in con- 
ducting the investigation. It would seem such a 
board’ would make an efficient body for that pur- 
pose, and would not involve a multiplication of 
goverumentfofficials.

The power given the council to preserve the 
streets for free and unrestricted use of the 
public is referred to in the report, which is ac- 
companied by a legal opinion prepared by 
Corporation Counsel Miller. The commis- 
sioners state that they are further advised that 
the power of the council extends to requiring 
the removal of all steam railroad tracks from 
the surface of the street, and granting per- 
mission to the owners to elevate them. 

Getting down to the main question the re- 

rts exhausts the subway plan of goimg un- 
er the tracks and the viaduct system, and 
then treats of the elevated line proposition. 
This statement is found in the portion of the 
report covering viaducts: 

The total amount hitherto expended for the 
few viaducts built in the city is nearly $4,000,000, 
to which the city has contributed more than one- 
third, and for which itis sued for damages to 
property abutting on the viaducts and ap- 

roaches for an amount aggregating more than 
$1,500,000. The amount hitherto expended and 
the liabilities incurred on account of the few ex- 
isting viaducts show, in our judgment that that 
system will involve a very large outlay. In addi- 
tion the cost of maintenance, renewal, and re- 
pair of any considerable number of viaducts 
would involve a large annual outlay. 

Subways Not Recommended, 

In reference to the so-called modified plan, 
the Commissioners have this to say: 

A plan has been somewhat discussed, which in- 
volves the partial elevation of the railroad tracks 
and the partial depression of the streets; t is 
to say, the elevation of the railrosd tracks about 
eight feet and the depression of the streets an 

ual distrance from their present level. This 
plan, so far as the depression of the streets is 
concerned, embraces substantially all of the evils 
of all the plans already referred to, and especiall 
the disarrangement of the sewerage, water, an 
gas pipe systems of the city.

Violation of Law. 


A number of the streets in the city are occupied 
lengthwise by railroad tracks, in many instances 
entirely exclud the public therefrom. The 
— * Court this State recently de, 
ci that the City Council has no authority to 
permit or grant the right to railroad companies 
to nse the streets to an extent which excludes the 
public therefrom. This decision was made in a 
case concerning the use of Archer avenue in this 
city, which is now one lengthwise by tbe 
Chicago, Madison aud Northern railroad com- 
pany. Two or more the railroad companies 
entering the city are now claiming a portion of 
Clark street as longing to them, and have 
erected walls in thé street. Railroad companies 
can greatly reduce the expense to themselves of 
the improvements in qnegies. By coming 
in together in paralle lines to à joint 

assenger depot and creating Wer. 

ouses and other terminal facilities they 
would relieve much of the property now 
owned or occupied by them. The lines in the 
southern district, so-called, could stop at Twenty- 
second street and join in the etection of an Ele- 
vated Union Passenger Depot, This would re- 
lieve alarge amount of property 2 of 
Twenty-second street now used by them and 
which is demanded at the present time for busi- 
ness purposes. 

The lines on the West Side, North Side, and 
South Side districts, so-called, should be excluded 
from the streets within the followi boundaries, 
to-wit: On the west, by the west line of Canal 
street; on the north, by the north line of Kinzie 
street, and on the south, by the south line of 
Twenty-second street. 

We have had valuations fixed by the Valuation 
committee ef the Chicago Real Estate Board of the 
real estate (excluding all improvements) lying be- 
tween Madison, Twenty-second, State, and Canal 
streets, owned by the railroad companies, con- 
taining 11,616,719 * feet; and submit bere- 
with its certificate s owing the value of said real 
estate at the present time to be upwards of fifty 
millions of dollars, together with maps of such 
real estate. 

The amounts which the railroad companies 
could thus realize from the sale of the lands 
owned by them would go far towards defraying 
all the expenses for the improvements in question. 

Inasmuch as the Common Council has granted to 
the Chicago Elevated Terminal railway com- 
pany the right to construct. maintain, and operate 
an elevated railroad as far north as the south line 
of Twelfth street, the other railroad companies 
onthe South Side should not be restricted to 
Lh ry “eo nt street, unless the Chicago Ele- 
vated Terminal company shall also be restricted 
in the same manner. 


Should Be Removed. 


The St. Charles Air Line railroad company 
owns side tracks extending from the South 
Branch of the Chicago River to a point of connec- 
tion with the Illinois Central railroad track, east 
of Michigan avenue, to a point between Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, which crosses many im- 

rtant streets and is exclusively used for trans- 
ers. Inasmuch as the elevation of this railroad 
would interfere with the Alley Elevated road; 
and as the railroad companies entering the city 
have snbdstantially all ome owners of the Chi- 
cago Union Transfer railway ; and as the latter has 
established facilities in the suburbs of the city 
for the interchange of freight traffic between all 
the railroads entering the city; and as the traffic 
interchan between the Chicago, Madison and 
Northern branch of the Illinvis Central can be 
effected so far as its freight business is concerned 
through the instrumentality of the Chicago Union 
Transfer railway, and so far as its passenger busi- 
néss is concerned by the belt lines existing in and 
about the city ; and as we are not able to find that 
the St. Charles Air Line railroad company has 
any right to maintain said tracks permanently, we 
recommend that the same be removed. 

All that portion of the tracks of the Union 
Stock-Yards and Transfer company lying east of 
its present connection with the Lake Shore and 
Rock Island companies shoulil be absolutely re- 
moved, as there is no longer any use for their con- 
tinuance east of that point, there being connec- 
tion between its tracks westerly therefrom and all 
railroads entering Chicago, either directly or 
through the instrumentality of the various belt 
lines; and the remainder of the tracks of this 
company inside the city limits should be elevated 
as its connecting lines are required to elevate, as 
above recommended. 


Work Done in Sections. 


The elevations which the fo ing plan con- 
templates could be accomplished in sections and 
gra ually so as to relieve railroad companies, as 
far as the public interests will permit, from an 
immediate outlay for the entire work. 

Four Commissioners have carefully examined 
the terminal facilities of the most important 
railroad companies of the United States in the 
largest cities, have consulted eminent engineers 
and leading railway men of the United 
and have examined large : in 
New York: City, operated by hydraulic power, 
and they are fully convinced of the entire prac- 
ticability of elevating railroad tracks and ter- 
minal facilities within this city, and that it is de- 
cidedly the best plan which can be adopted in

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MUST RESTORE RATES 


IOWA CENTRAL ORDERED TO COM- 
PLY WITH THE AGREEMENT, 


Commissioners of the Western Traffic As- 
sociation Refuse to Grant Relief to Com- 
peting Roads—Had No Right to Redace 
Tariff on Corn and Oats from Keiths- 
burg to Buffalo—Material Decrease in 
East-Bound Freight Shipments—Other 
Railway News. 

A circular letter issued by Chairman Walk- 
er yesterday to the members of the Western 
Traffic Association states that the attention of 
the Board of Commissioners has been called 
to a tariff of the lowa Central railroad, being 
a joint proportional tariff On corn and oats, 
carloads, from Keithsburg, III., to Buffalo, N. 
Y., only, naming a pro onate rate of 156 
cents per 100 pounds, applying on shipments 
originating at points west of the west back of 
the Mississippi River, and} not to apply at 
points common with Buffalo, excepting that 
it will be a maximum proportionate rate to 
intermediate points, effective June 21, 1892. 

Un the basis of the current rate of 22% 
cents per 100 pounds, Chieago to New York. 
the rate from East Mississippi River points 
to Buffalo on traffic from tefritory west of the 
Mississippi River is 18 cents per 100 pounds. 

The Iowa Central defends the 154¢-cent rate 
on the ground that the 22 ent scale, Chica- 
go to New York, was not duly established, but 
was arbitrarily made effedtive by the trunk 
lines and certain of the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation lines and therefore no objection can 
properly be made to the 1544-cent rate to Buf- 
falo, which rating is the same as prevailed 
prior to the putting into effect of the 224¢.cent 
scale, Chicago to New York; that at the time 
this latter rating was applied it could not se- 
cure the coòperation of any line to Buffalo in 
the continuation of the 20-dent scale, Chicago 
to New York, and consequently was compelled 
to advance to the higher figure, but that since 
that time such coòperation had been secured 
and hence the publication of the tariff. 

The rate on corn and oats from points west 
of the Mississippi River to Buffalo via the 
Iowa Central railway and connections being 
at the present time 2½ cents less than can be 
made via other gateways Com missioners 
have been requested to rechove this disparity 
by authorizing reductions by other routes. 
Such a course, Mr. Walker gays, appears to be 
unnecessary as the present situation has evi- 
dently been brought about by a wrongful act 
of a member which should be corrected. 

The tariff of the lowa Central results simply 
from the fact that the company ignores the 
established basis and has found connections, 
forming a through line to Buffalo, which are 
willing to do likewise. The reéstablishment 
of the 18-cent rate, Keithsburg to Buffalo. Mr. 
Walker says, can be brought about by action 
on the part of the Iowa Central, as ita co- 
operation is essential to the making of any 
rate from Keithsburg to Buffalo less than the 
surn of the locals. The Commissioners consider 
it to be the duty of that read to at once take 
measures to cancel the 15}¢-cent rating and 
substitute therefor 18 cents as the minimum 
rate. ; 


SHIPMENTS WERE LIGHT. 


East-Bound Tonnage from Chicago Suffers 
a Decrease. 

East-bound freight shipments from Chicago 
last week were considerably lighter than for 
the week previous, but the decrease is princi- 
pally due to the loss of one day—the Fourth 
of July. It is expected that this week’s ship- 
ments will show a material increase. There 
is some grumbling among the strong lines, 
because some of the weaker lines manage to 

secure the bulk of the busitiess, and as is usual 
m such cases manipulation of «ates is alleged. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to the sea- 
board and for export for the week ending last 
Saturday by the various Central Traffic As- 
sociation roads amoun to 17,119 tons, 
against 20,345 tons for the week previous 
and 12,751 tons for che corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week 
were 1,636 tons, against 1,112 tons last 
year; grain, 9.475 tons, agamst 6,118 tons; 
provisions, 6,008 tons, against 5,521 tons. The 
percentages carried by the yarious roads were 
as follows: Chicago and Grand Trunk, 22.4; 
Michigan Central, 9.1; Lake Shore, 14.3; 
Fort Wayne, 16.2; Pan-Handle, 9.2; Balti- 
more and Ohio, 9.9; Nickel Plate, 18.9, 

Shipments of all kinds of freight, except 

live stock, from Chicago to through and local 
points inthe East by the varieus east-bound 
roads during the last week amounted to 51,087 
tons, against 60,111 tons for the week previous, 
and 31,692 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. The tonnage carried by the vari- 
ous roads was as follows: Michigan Cenfral, 
8, 405 tons; Wabash, 3,077 tons; Lake Shore, 
5,578; Fort Wayne, 4,361; Pan-Handle, 6. 152; 
Baltimore and Ohio, 2,922; Chicago and 
Grand Trunk, 4.210; Nickel Plate, 5.886; Chi- 
cago and Erie, 5,789; Big Four, 4,707. 

The shipments by lake lines from Chicago 
to the East during the last week amounted to 
73.745 tons, against 97,123 tons for the week 
Previous.

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FOUND A CURE FOR LUMPY-JAW. 


Dr. V. A. Norgaard Conducts a Successful 
Experiment. 

Veterinarians, live-stock growers and deal- 
ers, meat dealers, and the public generally are 
all more or less interested in an experiment 
lately conducted at the Chicago Stock-Yards 
tor the cure of lumpy jw, or actinomycosis, 
in cattle. Dr. Victor A. Norgaard, an in- 
spector of the United States Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, had charge of the case, and, in 
fact, conceived the idea of conducting the ex- 
periment. A bullock which had been treated 
for several months by Dr. Norgaard was 
slaughtered last Saturday at the stock-yards 
and a committee of expert meat inspectors 
pronounced the flesh fit for human food. 

April last Dr. Norgaard applied to Presi- 
dent McChesney of the Live-Stock Commis- 
sion for leave to buy a condemned animal, 
with the intention of attempting a cure by 
constitutional treatment. Permission being 
granted he chose a young steer that was in 
fair physical condition, with the exception 
that it had a well developed case of lumpy 
jaw. Dr. Norgaard paid one cent a pound 
for the animal, the regular rate paid by ren- 
dering companies for condemned cattle. The 
buliock weighed 980 pounds. At the time of 


the purchage the lump in the jaw was fifteen 


in circumference 
and hung a half inches below 
the jaw. the characteristic ulcers 
and swelling of the skin and the usual dis- 
charge from the lower ulcer. animal was 
wolated ina stable and treatment begun at 
once. This consisted of the administration of 
one drug and a dietary treatment to corre- 
spond. Surgery was not calied into the case, 
e third day after treatment began the ulcer 
on the end dried up. In a week the tumor 
had become quite flat. Then the quantity of 
medicine was decreased and only administered 
every third day. In three weeks the 8 en 
r 
that no more medicine was given. The lump 
continued to grow smaller, and when the 
animal was slaughtered had practically dis- 
appeared. 

Those present at the killing and su uent 
post-mortem examination were Dr. John 
Casewell, State Veterinarian. Dr. A. D. Mel- 
vin, Chief Federal Inspector of the yards, Dr. 
Py'e, Government Veterinarian, Capt. Drum, 
inspector of St. Louis cattle, Dr. F. E. Par- 
sons of Washington, special agent of the Gov- 
ernment Live Stock Bureau, Inspectors 
Jaworski and Cameron of the City Health 
Department, President H. McChesney of the 
State Board of Live Stock Commissioners, 
Agent McDonald of the State Board, and Dr. 
Norgaard. 

The post-mortem was conducted by Dr. 
Casewell. The vitals and other organs, where 
traces of the disease are usyally found, were 
rigidly examined. It was found that the 
original lump on the jaw had been entirely 
cured, nor were any tracesjof the disease found 
in any of the vital organs. Dr. Norgaard will 
make a microscopical examination of portions 
of the flesh and organs, on which he will base 
areport to the government. Dr. Casewell 
having pronounced the flesh fit for food it 
was sold instead of being sent to the render- 
ing tank. Before the killing the animal- 
weighed 1,150 pounds. 

The general opinion among American veter- 
inarians has heretofore been that actinomy- 
cosis was not only incurable when well devel- 
oped but dangerous to man and beast from 
the ease with which it is communicated. In 
the case of Greenhut vs. The Live-Stock Com- 
missioners much testimony was given in sup- 
port of this opinion, Dr. Horn that 
according to his experience the disease was 
incurable. In a practice of over thirty years 
he had never known of a case being success- 
fully treated. He had doctored a great many, 
dried up the tumors, and apparently made a 
cure, but the disease invariably broke out 
again in a few weeks or in a few months. 

e had kept close watch upon several persons 
who claimed a sure cure by a special re * 
They could dry up the ulcers and make an ap- 
parent cure for the time being, but he failed 
to remember a single case that did not break 
out aguin with renewed malignance. 

Dr. Norgaard’ will continue hisexperiments, 
President McChesney having promised to 
turn over to him any condemned cattle he 
may need for the pu . Dr. Norgaard will 
‘not disclose the drug he used until his report 
of the case is made to the government.

He Says That He Is Being Persecuted by a 
Gang of Men Who Make a Practice of 
Extorting Money from Honest Citizens— 
He Further Claims That His Health and 
Business Are Being Ruined by His Fre- 
quent Arrests on Alleged Offenses—Notes 
and the Record. 

Herman Jacobson, attorney on the West 
Side, filed a bill in the Circuit Court vesterday 
making grave charges against Edward J. 
Dahms, L. B. Longworthy, and David Blumen- 
feld. Jacobson represents that in 1888 there 
existed what was called the “Canal street 
gang,” whose main putpose was to levy 
blackrnailj and extort money from the honest 
citizens by repeatedly causing\ their are Mace 
upon groundless charges. The gang’ 
assisted and advised, it is claimed, by Dabins 
and Longworthy, who are also attorneys, and 
who are accused of provoking strife and con- 
tention for the purpose of oreatiug suits. On 
various occasions and at all times of day and 
night, Jacobson says, he has been arrested on 
charges of perjury, bribery, forgery, etc., at 
the instance of members of the gang, and he 
has al ways been discharged. 

The complainant further avers that he is 
now a man of 60; that he has received 
wounds in the arm from which he is nowa 
cripple; that he has always maintained a good 
reputation; and that his constant afrests on 
unfounded charges are ruining hiszhealth and 
business, It is claimed that without probable 


cause and to satiate some deep seated spite, 


Dahms, Longworthy, and Blumenfeld are 
about to cause the arrest of Jacobson forsome 
alleged offense, simply to harass and annoy 
him. The court is asked to restrain the de- 
fendants from further persecuti the com- 
plainant.

Has Priority of Claim, 

Judge Clifford yesterday made an interesting 
decision affecting the action df banks in refusing 
to honor the checks of an insolvent institution 
when money is on deposit to its credit. The de- 
cision was made in the case of Isaac Blumenz- 
weig against the Fort Dearborn National Bank, 
and the court beld that the holder of a check had 
a preference over a bank, bothof whom were cred- 
itors of an insolvent company. Aue. 10, 1891, the 
plaintiff presented to the defendant hank for pay- 
ment a check issued by the National Forge and 
Iron company, which had previously made a vol- 
untary assignment for the benefit of creditors, for 
the sum of $76. The bank refused to honor it. 
The bank claimed that it held a note for $,000 
against the insolvent company, and that the $300 
which the company had on it had been ap- 

lied on’the note. Jud lifford held that 

Slumenzweig’s claim should ‘be paid before the 
bank secured the liquidation of its note. 


Is Fighting the Union. 

The Roper and Baxter Cigar company made a 
hard tight before Judge Vail yesterday against 
the Cigar Makers’ International Union of 
America. Asa member of the association John 
Lynch filed a bill to restrain the company from 
using the biue label of the union, and the case 
came up on a motion for injunction. In opposi- 
tion to the application Johu Roper, President of 
the company, made an affidavit attacking the 
union an its objects. He says the 
cigars containing the alleged counterfeit. 
label were purchased solely to prose- 
cute him. The local unions in Chicago 
are accused Of distributing circulars with the 
intention of boycotting non-union cigar dealers, 
and inso doing the association is produci 
unwarranted prejudice against cigars — fee 
ured by non-union men. per claims that the 
entire policy of the association is simply a gigantic 
conspiracy to compel manufacturers to advance 
prices and to submit to terms dictated by the 
union. The Judge said be would not decide the 
constitutionality of the statute merely upon affi- 
davits. A temporary injunc‘ion would be granted 
on complainant giving bond in $1,000. The de- 
fendants took an uppeal direct to the Supreme 
Court.

THE STREET RA{LWAY STOCKS 
MAKE GREAT ADVANCES. 


West Side Stock Sells at the Highest Point 
Ever Reached—Grain Markets Unsettled 
by a Government Report Which Is 
Given a Bearish Interpretation—Pro- 
visions Bulled by Local Holders and an 
Advance Established—What They Did 


on South Water Street. 


West Chicago Street railroad stock bas again 
broken all its past records. It sold yesterday at 
174, and the market closed strong at that figure. 
The same characteristic that has marked the 
situation for some time is chiefly accountable for 
yesterday's rise—there is no stock for sale. It 
seems to be no longer a matter of price, the stock 
is locked up; and it matters nothing what quota- 
tions are. It will not come on the market. There 
are some indications that a short interest still ex- 
ists. Some believe that certain courageous bears 
have been selling the market all the way up from 
40, vainly looking for the high point, and that 
considerable lines have been put out in this way 
which are not yet covered. Some of the buying 
yesterday had the appearance of being for be- 


lated shorts. 

The common prediction now is that the stock 
will go to 200. That prediction may not be a wild 
one. In the condition into which the market has 
got prices may be put about anywhere a few men 
may choose to mark them. When there is no 
stock to be had it is an easy matter to advance 
quotations, and that is exactly the thing that is 
being done. It is an entirely probable thing that 
the stock may sell at 200 before the annual meet- 
ing next January. At the present rate of progress 
it will sell there a long time before then. 
No matter how soon it may go there, how- 
ever, it does not follow that it will be worth 
200 if it sells at that price. It is true the 
road is making great incréases in earnings. 
It would have been necessary for it to do that, 
however, to even hold the qudtatons when they 
were 40 points below the present figure.
